Quoting experts from the U. 
S. Agricultural Research Sor- 
vice at Beltsville, Md., the edi- 
tors. give the following pro- 
gramgram for spring lawn 
cares 

(1) A light application of 
fertilizer. It might take the 
orm of an organic or a slow- 
releasing fertilizer that would 
not give the grass such a sud- 
den shot in the arm as heavier 
fertilizing, which should be re- 
served until fall, 


(2) The cool-weather grag- 
ges are gtrengthened by mow- 
ing them talb-at a height of 
around two inches. Cutting 
them shorter removes too much 
of the leaf and shocks and 
weakens the plants. 


(3) To prevent the high ‘hu- 
midity that promotes fungus 
growth, avoid light, frequent 
eprinklings, especially in the 
evening which the sun is not 
out to dry the air, Actually, it 
ig bert not to water at all ox. 
cept in the case of severe dry- 
ing, Most Iawns on average 
soil will go for three or four 
weeks without rain, When ‘the 
eritical times comes the grass 
will aeqtire a bluish cast and 
footprints will persist as the 
leaves. fail to spring back, At 
this punt one heavy soaking Is 
advisable. 


(4) The lawn should be kept 
¢lean and free of heavy clip- 
pings. These, lying thick on 
top of the blades, trap warm, 
moist air heneath and form a 
hot+houge for fungi.
